! lftng line of box cars on the siding 
I of the Southern Pacific 
at 
Baldwin 
Park. They are being loaded with po­ 
tatoes. 


Two years ago, one man, whose 
name Is J. Chevelier, made a net pro­ 
fit of $30,000 out of potatoes on 110 
acres of land.. There were plenty of 
cases that year where men who had 
a much smaller number of acres In 
potatoes, made enough to

Not so much money was made In po­ 
tatoes the year following, but it has 
been demonstrated that potato-grow­ 
ing in Baldwin Park is a big thing.

time, not seven years ago, when one 
store and several small houses was 
all there was of Baldwin Park, and 
the sparsely-growing grain and hay 
surrounded those buildings as far as 
the eye could see or imagine, across 
the "Lucky" Baldwin plains.

glnes, perhaps a mile a-way across the 
potato fields, gas engines that work 
steadily and all alone, through the

days,

blood of the land to run between the 
rows of potatoes, to flood the alfalfa, 
to soak the (earth for ten feet down 
around the 
orange 
and 
deciduous 
trees, to rejuvenate the hundreds of 
acres of strawberries, to ripen the 
sweet potatoes, to'give life to the fig 
tree and the vine, to bring along the 
young Mexican avocado trees, and, in 
fact—to make this great, sun-flooded 
plain a paradise of green and grow 
ing things—waving, luxuriant alfalfa 
that the eye rests upon 
gratefully, 
and the whole wonderful transforma­ 
tion that is possible everywhere in 
the valley where King Water comes 
in And takes command. 


Ralajng water to t«e surface of the 
ground, is the whole story of the be­ 
ginning of success. The land la light, 
of a sandy-loam nature, and It grows 
readily anything that grows elsewhere 
In California, if you get the water on 
it. Seven years ago there were a half- 
dozen wells in the community, most 
of these being wells for domestic pur­ 
poses. Today there are two hundred 
wells where irrigating water 1B being 
pumped, and these wells are produc­ 
ing anywhere from twenty-five Cali­ 
fornia miner's inches, up to 350 min­ 
er's inches. 
The great Covina Irri­ 
gating Company battery of wellB, res­ 
ervoir and steam plant, where 600 
miner's Inches is being taken from 
two wells—this plant Is within a half- 
mile of the Baldwin Park post office. 
And the Walker well that supplies the 
community with domestic water, and 
the Kauffman well that raises water 
for 
a 
cooperative 
company 
of 
ranchers, are wells of the typical kind 
that makes just the difference be­ 
tween success and failure, between 
poverty and profit. 
On the south of 
Baldwin Park is another great water- 
lifting plant, the La Puente Coopera-! 
tive Water Company, pumping 900 ' 
California miner's incheB and water­ 
ing a large portion of the acreage 


growing potatoes, and alfalfa. 
It also 
waters the big tract of four thousand 
acres of young English wa:nuts, 
a' 
mile south of Baldwin Park, that are [ 
eight years old now, and just begin- i 
ning to show profits to the rancher, j 
This is destined to be one of the fin-! 
est English walnut districts in the 
1 


world. 


COUNTRY AND COMMUNITY. 
First, the country was made profit­ 
able for the raising of citrus, decid­ 
uous fruits and vegetables—then came 
the flourishing little community that 
is bisected by one ot the county bou­ 
levards of crushed rock and macadam, 
and also by the Pacific Electric rail­ 
road out of Los Angeles. 


fcrom a place where there was one 
store and several 
small 
dwelling 
housei, the community of Baldwin 
Park has grown to contain the largest 
department store In the upper San 
Gabriel valley,, operated by F. H. Mc­ 
Donald; also a thriving, busy cash 
store, whose proprietor Is C. L. Hol- 
lingsworth; two meat marketB, a res­ 
taurant, lumber yard, hay, feed and 
fuel business, 
garage, 
drug 
store, 
cement pipe works, racket store, bar­ 
ber shop, big social and dancing audi­ 
torium and roof garden. 


In the case of Mr. Holllngsworth, we 
find a man who not only runs his 
cash store with profit to himself and 
the community, but he is the owner of 
good farming property, and is a pro­ 
gressive citizen with an eye single 
to the building up of the town. 
F. 
H. McDonald, the department store 
proprietor, has three teams busy all 
the time putting out bis goods through 
the farming country, and strangers 
are invariably surprised at the big vol­ 
ume of business that goes out of his 
store. 


Then there is Dr. J. Locher, a re­ 
pent comer, who has been made pres­ 
ident of the Chamber of Commerce. 
He has fitted up a beautiful little drug 
store, with cherry-colored booths and 
furniture. 
lie has a marble fountain 
for his soda business that would be a 
credit to any city. 
Dr. Locher is a 
progressive, hustling citizen, owning 
a large amount of farming and fruit 
property in the vicinity, and he is 
taking an Interest in the growth of the 
community. 


There are two more men who have 
had much to do with the success of 
this community. 
W. A. Horton and 
W. R. Johnsqn, who are partners in 
the real estate business, have brought 
mny a new family into the new farm­ 
ing territory. Both have served very 
efficiently on the school board, and 
may look with some satisfaction on 
the fact that the community, with the 
past two years, has built under bond 
issue, a ,$16,000 reinforced 
concrete 
grammar school building, as modern 
in every way as can be found in the 
state. 
This building was dedicated 
last spring, with many prominent edu 
cators of the county present, and is 
a building whose handsome architec­ 
ture invariably brings favorable com­ 
ment from the people passing through! 
on the electric cars.

THE MAN WITH THE IDEA. 
D. J. Shultis has been the Indefati­ 
gable worker'and leader In this com­ 
munity from the very first. 
Shultis 
is the "father of the town," as some 
call him, although a comparatively 
young man. 
The belief he has had 
in the future of this country around 
Baldwin Park, has been something that 
he has dreamed of nights and talked 
of day times for ten years or more. 
He is beginning to see his dreams ful­ 
filled. 
He owns the largest building 
in the community, a big reinforced 
concrete auditorium building, which 
houses the big department otore and 
post office on the first floor, and which 
has the largest and finest hall on the 
second floor of any between Pomona 
and Pasadena. 
A part of the second 
floor is given up to. offices for pro­ 
fessional men, and the most unique 
feature of the building is the roof-! 
garden, which looks out above the en­ 
tire valley, where the people now hold 
their 
social 
entertainments. 
The 
young people come from all the sur­ 
rounding towns to enjoy the monthly 
dances. The young people are glad 
ot the opportunity of enjoying the 
beautiful roof garden between dances, 
where a caterer serves Ice cream and 
light lunches. 
TU1s roof garden is 
distinctly the unique feature of Bald­ 
win Park.

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Ruling by Passion. 


Thf! Argus has been against the recall system from the very 
lirst. 
I'liiiistruetcd people, whose passions are temporarily aroused 
over some passing issue, rush to sign petitions, asking for the reeall 
of an official, and vote in a reeall election with their prejudieal opin­ 
ions and passions uppermost. 
They will not think rationally, nor will 
they listen to any presentation of facts. The recall system, ('specially 
when applied to judicial positions, is pernicious, and has so been re­ 
peatedly 
branded by William Howard Taft, and other great jurists 
of our time. 


There is a Hurry passing over Covina at the present time. A fac­ 
tion of well-meaning, but, uninstructed people are precipitating a sen­ 
timent of recall against If. N. Wells, the justice of the peace of Covina 
township. 
So far as we can learn, this reeall sentiment in thifc ease 
is the result of his judicial decisions as city recorder in the automobile 
speeding eases. The city recorder is an employee of the board of trus­ 
tees of the city. 
His decisions are based upon the contents of ordi­ 
nances drawn by this board of trustees. 
The city recorder decides 
his cases according to the reading of these ordinances, thus carrying 
out, as nearly as lies within his power, the will of the people, through 
the will of the board of trustees whose members were elected by the 
people. 
The city recorder has certain discretionary powers, which 
may be used in each case, always based upon the evidence in each 
case. 
But if he does not interpret the law as nearly as possible in 
keeping with the ordinances of the city, he is derelict in his duty, and 
becomes an unfit officer. 
The city recorder is not a law unto himself, 
but an interpreter of the law. He determines the guilt, or innocence 
(except in jury eases) of the individuals brought before him. 


Therefore, it is a thoughtless action based on passion alone that 
directs a recall election against an official because he is engaged in 
placing penalties for infractions of a city ordinance. 
If, in the case 
of the Covina city recorder, he were guilty of some overt act; if he 
were guilty or charged with malfeasance •, if he employed his responsi­ 
ble position to debauch the city, to disgrace it and the office he holds— 
there might be more reeson for a popular indignation which would 
clamor for some change, but the recall is not necessary, for the laws 
of the state and the United States make it a simple matter to remove 
an unfit person from a judicial position. 


Court cases are always unpleasant for some one person. 


Now we are given to understand that the ranchers outside of 
Covina will build some boulevards in conjunction with the county.

The United States forest service has 
evolved a plan fdr emergency coopera­ 
tive help between national forests In 
case of serious ffss. 
A schedule chnvt 
of the state, showing how many for­ 
est officers and men can be mustered 
at any given point on the forests on 
emergency calls and how long it will 
take for them to reach any part of the 
adjoining forests, has been prepared, 
and is kept on the desk of the dis­ 
trict forester. 
Thus, when notice of 
a serious fire reaches the district of­ 
fice, the district forester can tell at 
a glance how many men can be deliv­ 
ered to the danger zone in a few hours. 


As United States troops are avail­ 
able for forest fire fighting only when 
life and property are seriously en­ 
dangered, the district forester is en­ 
deavoring to organize an emergency 
Are fighting force which will gunrnn- 
tee that the resources of the forest 
service are exhausted before 
troops

CHARGES INFRINGEMENT. 


FINED FIFTY DOLLARS. 


The San Francisco office of the U. 
S. forest service has been advised that 
Donald McKay of Los Angeles was 
fined $50 by Judge McDonald of PaB- 
adena upon pleading guilty 
to 
the 
charge of leaving a camp-fire burning 
in the Arroyo Seco, contrary to the 
law. 
McKay explained that he was in 
a hurry to catch the stage and that he 
thought there was no danger of the 
flames 
spreading. 


The court took occasion to emphh 
size the seriousness of the offense, and 
declared that the only way to secure 
Btrict enforcement of the law was, 
aparently, to fine 
- heavily all viola 
tors. 
He pointed, out tha^ .losses ng 
gregating thousands, sometimes mil 
lions, of dollars often resulted 
from 
carelessness with fire in the woods, 
and Bevere punishment was necessary 
In cases of this kind.

71 years old, who .the freshest experiences in his mem- 
since his seventeenth year has been lory. 
It was an extreme hardship !n 


a citizen 
of California, 
died 
Satur­ 
day morning of last week, shortly af­ 
ter five o'clock, at his beautiful 
home 
on Badlllo street. 
The cause of his 
death was heart 
failure. 


The 
funeral 
was 
held 
at 
the 
residence on Tuesday morning of this 
week at 10 o'clock. 
Dr. C. D. Wil­ 
liamson 
of the 
Presbyterian 
church 
officiating. 
A quartet 
composed 
of 
Miss Gertrude Hulce, Mrs. P. C. Kais­ 
er, W. P. Nye and H. L. 
Marshall, 
sang Barnby's "Crossing the Bar," and 
the hymn "Abide with Me." Miss Crete 
King played 
the piano. 
The

Mr. Shearer has led a quiet and un­ 
obtrusive life in Covlna. 
He was a 
man who loved the simple manner of 
living, and was a great reader.

came to California when he was sev­ 
enteen, in 1850, coming around 
the 
(Torn In one of the old-tlrne sailing 
vesseln, ,and 
shortly |after 
arriving 
here, volunteered In Company A, Third 
California regiment, of Infantry. This 
was at the outbreak of the Civil War, 
and his regiment 
was stationed 
at 
llumbolt, In the northern part of the 
state, and was ordered for the long 
march 
to Salt 
Lake City, over 
the 
mountains on foot. 
Mr. Shearer often 
told of this Journey, as It was one of 


those early days to make the 
long 
Journey over the trails of the Sierra 
Nevada mountains. 


When his regiment arrived In Salt 
Lake City, they were ordered to quell 
the internecine warfare then going on 
between 
the Mormons and the Gen­ 
tiles. 
Several big cattle wars were in 
progress also, and the Indians were at 
times on the warpath. 
Tho regiment 
spent 
some busy times In that re­ 
gion. 
During this campaign the sev­ 
enteen-year-old boy, Sherer, was the 
drummer boy, and held this position 
until he was mustered out at the close 
of the war.

At one time he was obliged 
to leave the San Joaquin valley for a 
time, owing to the famous raids which 
were being made by the bandits, who 
have since that time gone down into 
history as a part of the exciting times 
of the early California days. 


At the time of his death Mr. Shear­ 
er owned 1,1 CO acres of farming land 
In Stanislaus county, and was one of 
the principal stockholders in the Mo­ 
desto bank. 


Besides the widow in Covlna, 
he 
leaves a son, L. W. Shearer, of Sallda, 
who has been looking after his fath­ 
er's interests In the north, and two 
sisters and a brother In the east. He 
was a man very rlghly respected by 
all who came In contact with him, and 
there are many expressions of regret 
at his passing.

Charles Houser Dies 


A lamentable accident that shocked 
the people of this locality last week, 
caused tho death, through burning, of 
Charles Houser, the son of N. Hilton 
Houser, 
at 
a ranch 
about 
eighteen 
miles from 
Alpaugh, California, 
last 
Friday. 
Young Houser was very well 
known here, where he formerly lived 
with hiB father, and attended 
school 
in his boyhood. 
He was twenty-four 
years old. 


Tho young man was In the kitchen 
of the ranch huuso at the time of th«j 
accident. 
Although the exact manner 
of the accident has not been 
ascer­ 
tained, It has been learned that an ex­ 
plosion 
of 
gasoline 
set 
fire 
to 
his 
clothes. 
Ho ran from the house and 
across the fields, his clothing a burn­ 
ing torch of fire. 


When tho men on tho ranch succeed­ 
ed 
In catching 
the 
young man they 
rolled him In the dirt and extinguished 
the 
blaze, 
tearing 
and cutting 
his 
clothes from him. 
His father was at 
the ranch, and assisted in carrying his 
son to the ranch house, where a tem­ 
porary poultice of bread dough 
was 
made for his entire body, and he was 
taken to Alpaugh and thence to Han- 
ford, where he was placed under care 
1n the hospital. 
He died about 10 
o'clock on Friday night. 
His body was 
frightfully burned/ 
The victim did not 
recover consciousness long enough to 
explain how the accident happened. 


The body was shipped to 
Covlna, 
and the funeral was held at the First 
Christian church on Monday morning 
at 9 o'clock, Rev. W. W. Catherwood 
of the Baptist church officiating In the 
absence of Rev. Stafford, the regular 
pastor.

perateJy poor and miserable. 
Strange 
comparisons are found on each side of 
the Inlet, inasmuch as the Norwegians 
are descendents of the Vikings, and 
are men of great stature and strength, 
while their neighbors, the Laplanders, 
are of

Eskl- 
ineaux, and are the smallest so-called 
olvllized people in the world. 


Over the rough country, Wangberg 
drives his sled, with a pack of bibles,

WEST COV1NA. 


An English walnut crop will be Bort- 
ed, bleached and sacked this year by 
La Puente Valley 
Walnut 
Growers* 
Association in the new packinghouse 
Just completed near the Southern Pa- [ 
clflc tracks here. The orchards are 
In what Is known as the West Co­ 
vins and Walnut Center districts, on 
what was originally a part of the E. 
J. "Lucky" Baldwin plains, now set 
to over four thousand acres of wal­ 
nut trees, averaging seven years old. 
Walnut growers say that these trees, 
just coming into bearing, promise one 
of the finest walnut districts in Cali­ 
fornia. 


Of the 4,000 acres, there are only 
about 2,000 that can be said to have 
come into the bearing state, the oth­ 
ers-being from one to Ave years old. 
The association expects to ship about 
tyerity-flve ten-ton carloads, and the 
indications are this year that the nuts 
will fetch as high as fifteen cents the 
pound for the best quality. 
Owing 
to the fact that the shipments from 
Puente will all be from 
young or­ 
chards, the product is practically all 
of the first grade. 


. A complete set of washing, drying, 
and bleaching machinery is being in­ 
stalled in the new plant. The build­ 
ing is 100x50 feet in sjze, and is set 
on a lot 175x50 feet, with the idea 
of adding to the plant as the orchards 
get older.

W. E. ^Newton, in charge of the 
shipments of the famous 
black-eye 
beans of the valley, said yesterday 
that in the past three years the agri­ 
cultural business of the valley has 
changed completely from an immense 
shipment of grain to that of the mar­ 
keting of bean's. In September, the 
old "Lucky" Baldwin grain houses, 
and the new warehouses on the bou­ 
levard, will be filled with these beans, 
which have been contracted for as 
high as three and one-half cents the 
pound. 
Tflese are the cheap beans 
raised so extensively in Mexico. 


One man, J. J. Graham, has 250 
acres planted to these beans, and the 
acreage extends across the valley to 
.Valencia Heights, near Covlna. There 
is also a very large acreage planted to 
the bush lima, and the "old reliable" 
navy bean.
